FORMER EAST AFRICAN COMMUNITY ASSETS MAY BE DiSTRIBUTED

NAIROBI, August 8 - After years of negotiations, a break- 
through is in sight for resolving the distribution of the liabilities 
and assets of the three countries that had been part of the 
now-defunct East African Community, Worid Bank mediator Victor 
Umbricht has said. 


Mr. Umbricht, speaking at a news conference yesterday, 
indicated he was optimistic that negotiations among the community 
countries - Kenya, Uyanda and Tanzania - could be wrapped up 
towards February, 1982. 


Any agreement would have to thn be ratified by each of 
the three countries of the former community, which broke up in 
1977 for political and economic reasons after a life of 10 years. 


Mr. Umbricht made the comments following a meeting 
here Thursday of ministers from each of the countries. 


The community had operated 28 services and had owned 
eight firms, including an airline, railway, ports and an electricity 
company, After the community fell apart, each country seized whatit 
considerecG to be its rightful assets and the Kenyan-Tanzanian 
border was shut down. 


Divvying Up 


Mr. Umbricht said it was not within his competency to 
discuss the matter, which was up to the two countries involved. 
World Bank mediation on the issue bega:r. in January, 1978, and 
continued throughout the war in Uganda. 


In the last three-and-a-half years, ministers have met 
three times to discuss divvying up the asscts. Mr. Umbricht, a 
Swiss citizen, refused to divulge the exact sum of money involved, 
but the assets reportedly amount to more than 1,000 million dollars. 
Major creditors of the former community are the World Bank, 
Canada, West Germany, Britain and Sweden. 


Mr. Umbricht has worked with a group of 42experts in 
attempts to estimate the value of the assets. Many of the accounts 
were reportedly not in order and some had been lost, notably during 
Uganda's war. 


He said that negotiations were to resume in November. 
A fact-finding report is tc be submitted in September and a 
consolidated mediation report is to be finished in October. (A.F.P.)

FRENCH DIPLOMATIC TEAM BEGINS AFRICAN TOUR

PARIS, August 5 - France's new diplomatic team, after 
settling in and taking stock with a study of the relevant 
dossiers, is on the move this week in Africa, where 25 countries 
have "privileged" relations with France. 


Co-operation and Development Minister Jean-Pierre Cot left 
at the start of the week for his first trip to Africa, where 
he is spending two weeks in Cameroun, Ghana and Senegal. 


He was followed yesterday by President Francois Mitterrand 's 
adviser on African affairs, Guy Penne, whose trip agenda includes 
Niger, Bénin, Gabon, Congo, Angola, Mozambique, Zambia and 
Djibouti. 


In Mozambique “nd Zambia, Mr. Penne will be joined by one 
of the president's specialists in international matters, Regis 
Debray, whose brief can be expected now to include the issue of 
an independence settlement for Namibia.Mozambique and Zambia are 
among the black "front-line" states closely involved in the 
problem. 


Mr. Penne made a first swing through Western Africa:shortly 
after Mr. Mitterrand took office in May, visiting Senegal, 
Ivory Coast, Ginea, Cameroun, Gabon and Mauritania. 


And at the end of next week External Relations Minister 
Claude Cheysson is due in Algeria and Morocco. 


Special Envoy 


In another development, special envoy Jean-Pierre Campredon 
was dispatched to chad. A former ambassador to Madagascar and 
Sudan, he was in Kenya in June for the annual summit of the 
Organisation of African Unity (OAU) and also visited the Sudanese 
capital, Khartoum. 


Several heads of state and ministers from French-speaking 
Africa have for their part come to Paris to meet members of the 
new socialist government here. 


Africa looks set to be a priority for the new foreign 
affairs team, which intends to develop a third-world motif in 
policy, while respecting prior government commitments. 


For the moment, many African countries are favourably 
disposed towards the Mitterrand administration, in view of its 


approach to southern African issues and its emphasis on economic 
development. 


French attempts to reactivate North-South dialogue are 
also being followed with interest. 


One test for the new policy will be the United Nations 
conference on least-developed countries - the majority of them 
African - being staged here in September.

AGREEMENT WITH JAPAN--On Tuesday afternoon, a protocol of agreement between the 
government of Japan and the republic of Burundi was signed at Government House. 
This document provides for a gift of 200 million yen (86.16 million Burundi francs) 
as a contribution to the implementation of the plan for the provision of medical 
equipment to medical establishments. Unless a joint agreement between these two 
governments is extended, the gift will be available for 1 year. Thanks to it, 
Burundi can purchase products from Japan and the services of Japanese nationals 
needed for the implementation of said project. This will involve in particular 
medical equipment for hospitals and other medical establishments and the services 
necessary for the transportation of these products. The two governments have 
agreed to consult in the event that any problem develops in connection with this 
arrangement.

SITUATION AGAIN ‘EXPLOSIVE’ SINCE 14 JULY 
Paris LE CONTINENT in French 24 Jul 81 p 4

[Text] Since 14 July, the situat‘on has once again become explosive in the Central 
African Republic. The relative calm that the country experienced lasted only a few 
months. 


In a few days, President Dacko banned or suspended opposition political parties, 
decreed a state of siege throughout the territory and, as a crowning measure, called 
on tne army to "lend the help of the necessary troops and break up any gathering 

in Central African territory." For his part, the French Ministry of Defense an- 
nounced, upon hearing this latest step taken by Central African authorities, that 
the French troops in the Central African Republic were confined to quarters and 
would intervene only if the safety of French civilians were threatened. 


The Central African opposition also reacted, issuing appeals to the Central African 
people to resist. 


Gloomy Picture 


Francois Pehoua, president of the Independent Reflection and Action Group (GIRA), 
and Abel Goumba, of the Ubangi Patriotic Front-Labor Party (FPO-PT), who are now 
in Paris, spoke on Wednesday, 22 July, and condemned the “exceptional measures" 
taken by President David Dacko and called upon the people to resist. 


At a press conference, Pehoua severely condemned the Dacko regime and drew up a 
gloomy picture of the political situation in the Central African Republic. He 
touched upon the Bangui movie theater attack, which was the reason for the measures 
taken by the Central African president. For the president of the GIRA and accord- 
ing to information reaching him from Bangui, French soldiers "were among the first 
to reach the Le Club Cinema and they waited for the second explosion before they 
entered the theater to aid the rescue workers. They were also the first to go 
without hesitation to places where bombs that did not explode had been placed." . 
Was this a mere coincidence? Not for Pehoua, who believes that there can be no 
doubt that the French soldiers acted in such a way in order to remain in tt 
Central African Republic, in contradiction with instructions from Paris. Clearly, 
the former presidential candidate was hinting that the French Army was perhaps 
informed of the laying of the bombs before the explosions and was therefore impli- 
cated in the attacks. 


Patasse Not Arrested 


Pehoua's statements were formally denied by Bangui, which claims that "contrary to 
Pehoua's assertions, it was presidential guard units and not elements from the 
French Army that arrived first at the site of the bombing." 


While awaiting light to be shed on the real circumstances surrounding the attack, 
the leader of the GIRA said he favored a joint approach by the Central African 
opposition in order to ask the French Government to withdraw its "barracudas." 
Finally, he asserted that Ange Patasse, president of the Central African People's 
Liberation Movement (MLPC), was not arrested, contrary to what had been announced, 
and that he is still in Bangui, "protected by his militants." 


In answer to LE CONTINENT's question about whether he expected to return to the 
country soon, Pehoua, whose party is not affected by the ban or suspension, indi- 
cated that there is no reason he would not return to Bangui, if the authorities 
allow him to do so. Insofar as Pehoua is in fact president of the Provisional 
Command Council of the opposition (CCP), which includes the MLPC, the FPO-PT, 

the PPR [presumably People's Revolutionary Party] and the GIRA, and insofar as 
the FPO-PT is banned and the MLPC suspended, can he calmly return to Bangui and 
continue his political action amidst a state of siege climate? 


Panic 


For his part, Abel Goumba, of the FPO-PT, has launched an appeal to the entire 
Central African opposition to rally to him and put an end to the “reign of incom- 
petency and disorder" of President Dacko. "I consider myself to be the authentic 
representative of the entire Central African opposition by virtue of my past and 


I call on the other opposition movements to form a common front with the FPO-PT," 
Goumba said. 


In an interview granted to AGENCE FRANCE-PRESSE on 22 July, Dr Goumba said that the - 
measures taken by President Dacko against the opposition parties resulted from

panic. 


Moreover, when questioned by LE MONDE on the French military presence in the Cen- 
tral African Republic (edition of 23 July), Goumba said that the number of French 
soldiers should be reduced and that they should be less visibly quartered. In 

addition, he said, "those soldiers should effectively perform their role of train- 
ing a new Central African army."

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CONCLUSIONS TO BE DRAWN FROM BUDGET REJECTION

FOR THE FIRST TIME in Ghana's history Parliament 
last week rejected the budget proposals put before it by a 
government. In the old Westminster-model days this 
would mean the fall of the government or at least the 
resignation of the Finance Minister. Neither of those 
things follow in the new presidential system. It is, 
however, a statement of no confidence in the efforts the 
Limann Government is taking to pull Ghana out of the 
economic mire and must be taken seriously by the 
President and by Professor George Benneh, the Finance 
Minister. 

There are other conclusions that can be drawn. The 
government lost by 54 votes to 51. As it should be able to 
depend on 71 votes, this indicates that party discipline is at 
a low ebb amongst the PNP; indications are that the 
defections on the budget were as much due to inefficient 
work by the government whips as to conscientious 
abstentions by PNP members. A brighter conclusion is 
that the vote is an indication that the constitution is 
working well: Parliament has shown that it has a role to 
play and can influence policy, and the way in which the 
result, and the Speaker's rulings, were accepted by the 
Majority Leader, Mr. Constance Fitih, demonstrated that 
the parliamentary conventions are being observed and the 
system is in good order. The new merger of the minority 
parties can chalk up a major victory in its first uncertain 
days. 

The economics are of the greatest importance, howev- 
er. The government is reported to be planning to 
reintroduce the budget in some way and it should be able 
to continue to operate. The main objections raised by the 
opposition were to the huge deficit proposed by Professor 
Benneh; to the inability of the government to tackle the 
loss of confidence in the cedi. manifested by the gap 
between the official and unofficial exchange rate; the low 
level of the cocoa producer price; the low and falling 
production in agriculture; the unacceptable high level of 
inflation and the intolerable hardships faced by the 
ordinary Ghanaian. |

‘The lack of confidence in the cedi has. been much 
written about. Negotiations are said to be going on with 
the International Monetary Fund, which is reported to be 
demanding a big devaluation. The opposition in Parlia- 
ment, possibly in order to claim some credit if this does 
take place, have been suggesting that a devaluation is 
necessary. It would be helpful if this sensitive issue (every 
previous Ghanaian devaluation has been followed by a 
coup) could be moved out of the party political sphere. 
What is needed, of course, is not simply a devaluation but 
a package that will ensure future stability and credibility 
for the currency. It is difficult but essential, as without a 
sound currency nothing else will be effective. 

In the matter of an increased producer price for cocoa, 
for instance — which the opposition urged as essential if 
the cocoa industry was to recover and smuggling be 
combated — the cedi price needed to persuade a farmer 
that he would do better by not seeking the illicit CFA 
francs across the border would be impossibly high. The 
distortions caused by a weak currency also make nonsense 
of attempts at price control. The government has accepted 
that price controls are ineffective, but has not yet 
managed to devise a distribution system that works well 
enough to give an impression of fairness or a way of 
overcoming shortages. 

President Limann’s Government has now been in 
power for 22 months. The difficulties it inherited were 
made even more formidable by the naive and harmful 
economic adventures of the AFRC regime. It was right to 
be cautious, to shun easy palliatives and to seek a 
long-term answer. However, the time has surely now 
come for decisive action in some direction. The real 
accusation against the Benneh budget does not lie in its 
details but in its lack of long-term purpose. There is no 
quick answer to Ghana's troubles. But Ghanaians need to 
be convinced but there is light at the end of the tunnel and 
that they are moving towards it. The rejection of the 
budget is an indication that President Limann’s govern- 
ment is failing to carry this message to the people.

COCOA TREE CUTTING WARNING--The acting manager of the Suhum Cocoa Project, Mr. 

J. P. Arhin, has warned that the attempt by some farmers to cut down cocoa trees 
would be disastrous to the economy. Mr. Arhin was presenting large quantities of 
insecticides, spraying machines, cutlasses and brunners for distribution to cocoa 
farmers in the Suhum district, when he gave the warning. The government hac put 
¢20,000,000 into the Suhum Cocoa Project and the cutting down of the trees would 
not be in the interest of the country, he said. Those farmers, Mr. Arhin revealed, 
had also gone to the extent of using insecticides meant for spraying their farms 
for fishing purposes. He reminded the farmers that their farms were established 
with public funds and their own money, and that it would be both morally wrong and 
criminal to destroy the farms. He regretted that most of the inputs had either 
been misused or smuggled out of the country. Mr. Arhin hinted that cocoa produc- 
tion experts from the World Bank were currently in the country to revive the indus- 
try, and that massive replanting and rehabilitation of cocoa farms would soon re- 
sume.

POSSESSION OF FIREARMS--A total of 5,783 firearms have so far been imported and 
registered in Ghana this year, reported THE MIRROR. It said an average of 8,500 
firearms are imported each year. These include shotguns, rifles, pistols, revol- 
vers and airguns. Superintendent S. S. Appiah, director of Police Public Rela- 
tions, said importers most often say they want the guns for self-protection or for 
hunting. THE MIRROR said that many households in Accra, “especially in the resi- 
dential areas" now have guns due to the recent rise in armed robberies and "some 
people even keep guns in their cars and offices".

ANTI-SHIFTA DRIVE CLEARS AIR IN HORN

NAIROBI, August 9 - The Government of Somalia took 24 
step toward easing tension in the Horn of Africa last week when it 
told Kenya that it had undertaken a “protracted war” against Shiftas 
- the ethnic Somali bandits who operate on both sides of the 
Kenya-Somalia frontier. r 


The Kenyan News Agency reported that the local governcer 
from Bardera, a Somali town near the frontier, had had a border 
meeting with his @munterpart from Wajir, in Kenya, where he reported 
Hogg 21 shiftas had been killed and 50 arrested since the first of 

e year. 


Since Kenya's independence in 1963, the shifta problem 
has dogged relations between Nairobi and Mogadishu. 


The Kenyans have suspected the Somalis of supporting 
the bandits with an eye to gaining control of Kenya's north eastern 
province - home to 300,000 Kenyans of Somali ethnic origin - as 
part of the Greater Somalia", including Ethiopia's Ogaden as 
well, that Mogadishu has long envisioned in the horn. 


From 1963 to 1967, Somalia seemed to be backing 
guerrilla activity in the region. Since then, however, Mogadishu 
has denied doing anything for the shiftas, which it also calls 
bandits. 


"Commitment to Continue’ 


At the end of the Organization of African Unity's 
summit in Nairobi in June, President Mohammed Siad Barre 2£ Somalia 
met President Daniel Arap Moi of Kenya. They agreed to see each 
other regularly and expressed their “commitment to continue to 
promote better understanding" between their countries.

This development was considered something of a thaw 
in Kenya-Somalia relations, which had become chilly over the 
territory issue, pushing Kenya into closer contact with Ethiopia 
and isolating Somalia in the Horn. 


At the border meeting last week, the Somali local 
governor was acompanied by Bulle Ahmed Ali, a member of the ruling 
Revolutionary Council in Mogadishu - a clear sign of the importance 
Somalia placed on the gesture. 


The Somalis promised to cooperate with the authorities 
in Wajir “to end shhifta activities which have been straining rela- 
tions between Kenya and Somalia”. 


The two local officials suggested that police posts he 
built on either side of the frontier to keep tabs on the s.iftas, 


because Bandera is 100 kms (60 miles) from the border and Wajir 
150 (90 miles) - too far to supervise the operation properly. (A.F.P.)

A TEAM of Kenyan parliamentarians have just 
returned from Uganda, where they made an exten- 
sive tour of the country. The story that they tell is 
far different from t has been reaching us 
through the news media. 

The team toured 23 of Uganda’s 53 districts and 
said they did not find any unusual security problem. 
They said that Ugandans were now peaceful and 
had settled down to the serious problem of rehabi- 
litation of the country after the ravages of Idi Amin. 

Apari from touring the country, the M.P.s also 
held wide-ranging talks with both political and 
his ag leaders, including an audience with 

ident Milton Obote. 

The Kenyan M.P.s said that relations exist 
between the two major political parties, the ruling 
Uganda People’s Congress and the Democratic 
Party. This would mean that democracy is currently 
working satisfactorily in Uganda. 

We must believe these M.P.s, since they have 
first-hand information. Although they were in the 
country at the invitation of the U Govern- 
ment, they are mature leaders in their own right, 
with a cae to protect. 

Ugandan leaders havc often complained that 
reports on the country by the international media 
are distorted or highly ny tee This would 
appear to be the case, judging from what our M.P.s 
have seen. 

Many of these reports originate from people who 


have run away from Uganda claiming that they are 
victims of political harassment. It is more than likely 
that rnany of them have simply broken the law and 
want to claim some political status. 


Some of these pcople live luxurious lives in 
hotels, seeming to have dubious sources of income. 
Quite: a number have fallen foul of the law in the 
countries to which they have fled, for crimes 
centring around smuggling and fraud. We suggest 
that they go back and help reconstruct their 
country. 


One of the things that impressed the Kenyan 
M.P.s was the yg npn for mutual co- 
operution between the two countries, and Uganda's 
willingness to restore to the full the former econo- 
mic tiies between the two countries. Of course. there

IDLE TRUCKS--Two giant American-made trucks, designed to be used as field work- 
shops by water drillers in North-Eastern Province, have been lying idle at Wajir 
for seven years. According to an official at the Wajir range water workshop, the 
tr->) trucks, which are the size of a train wagon, cannot move on the local sand-- 
laden roads to water drilling areas in the province without getting stuck. The 
vehicles are suited only to tarmac roads, the official said. He added that be- 
cause the trucks have been proved unsuitable for the local terrain, the Water Min- 
istry has decided to take one truck to its Eastleigh workshop in Nairobi and ano- 
ther to Mogosio in the Rift Valley. The trucks are part of a multi-million-shil- 
ling loan given to Kenya by the American government to develop range water in 
North-Eastern Province. Meanwhile, about 15 American-made, large-engine vehicles 
have been boarded at the workshop because they are either too old or their spare- 
parts cannot be obtained on the local market. A mechanic at the workshop said the 
vehicles were costing the Government a lot of money to maintain as their fuel 
consumption was very high. A Wajir D. 0., Mr. Aura wa Aboye, disclosed that due 
to the poor condition of the vehicles none of them could be valued at even Shs. 
2,000. Mr. Aboye blamed staff at the workshop for removing several spare-parts 
from the vehicles which he claimed had contributed to their loss of val te.--K.N.A.

EFFLUENTS CAUSING RIVER POLLUTION--Discharge of effluents into the Nairobi River 
by industries and unprotected sewers is causing pollution in the Athi River. Dr. 
George Ingweny of the Geography Department, Nairobi University, yesterday called 
for strict control of the effluents. He said this yesterday in his paper, "The 
development of the water resources of some of the arid and semi-arid areas of 
Kenya", presented at an international workshop on the subject at Kenyatta Interna- 
tional Conference Centre, Nairobi. Dr. Ongweny stressed the need for an evalua- 
tion of the economic impact of sedimentation of all reservoirs built or planned 

in the upper Tana catchment. He said the public should be made aware of the need 
for soil and water conservation through the mass media and other means of communi- 
cations. He said the communal watering points should be operated in the form of 
"kiosks" to properly manage and retail water resources within water supply schemes. 
Dr. Ongweny also called for urgent investigations into the water treatment tech- 
nology in the processing of flourspar effluents in Kerio Valley. He said the in- 
pact of fluorspar pollution on health and the environment should be given high 
priority.

URANIUM FIND--The Minister of Lands and Mines, Major Foday Kromah, has announced 
that uranium deposits of a competitive grade have been discovered, with "very 
promising" prospects for exploitation, although the commercial quantity had yet

Windhoek yesterday.

tors. 

“That is not true. We 
decided to send them to the

“While on the orientation 
course in northern SWA the 
servicemen, who had been 
drafted in terms of compulsory 
military service for all race 
groups since the beginning of 
the year, were shown what 
military service entailed and 
why SWA needed a defence 
force. 


“My orders were that these 
men were not to be exposed to 
combat while on this orienta- 
tion course,” General Lloyd 

“After having seen what we 
(the Security Forces) do, what 
Swapo does and what the 
civilian population has to suf- 
fer at the hands of the ter- 
rorists, 10 of the eleven 
(Swapo: supporting  ser- 
vicemen) we sent up there 
have changed their minds.” 

Asked whether the men had 
been subjected to intimidation 
and indoctrination, General 
Lloyd said: “We granted them 
five days home leave after they 
had returned from the 
operational area. : 

“If there had been any in- 
timidation, they could have 
told their parents so.” ~ 


One of the group had 
returned from home leave and 
declared himself willing to 
return to the operational area 
in northern SWA to resume 
his service. 

“We will interview the other 
as they return and see what 
they have to say,” General 
Lloyd said.

General Lloyd said he had

EXPERT CLAIMS ECONOMY IS VULNERABLE

WINDHOEK, August 4 - The economy of South West Africa 
(Namibia) is viable but vulnerable and heavily dependent on South 
Africa, a leading official expert told visiting journalists here. 


Dr. Johan Jones, Secretary for Finance for Namibia, said 
recently that the country's principal industries were cattle-rais- 
ing and mining. 


Only 10 percent of Namibia's meat production was consumed 
locally, and the remaining 90 percent was exported to South Africa 
where it found a ready market because of its low cost. 


At present, following a severe drought, thousands of head 
of cattle were being exported to South Africa because there was 
nothing for them to eat. 


The SXuth African-based Consolidated Diamond Mines(CDM) was 
the biggest contributor to Namibian finances, Dr. Jones said. 
Taxes on profits from the diamond fields north of the Orange River 
formed 40 per cent of the government's total revenue. 


The finance secretary said that 60 percent of the diamond 
profits went in tax. 


The situation was different with the other two big mining 
companies operating in the territory - Rossing Uranium and the 
Tsumbe Corporation. 


Low Tax 


It was the policy of the Namibian authorities to encourage 
investment by keeping corporation tax as low as possible, Dr. Jones 
said, noting, however, that any future government might take a 
different view. 
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The mining companies had a concession under which they could 
write off all dvelopment expenditure before tax. Although Rossing 
started to pay a dividend last year, it still had some accumulated 
loss, according to Dr. Jones. | 


Because of its development costs the company had not, yet 
paid any tax. Tsumeb had taken over an abandoned copper mine at 
Otjihase rear Windhoek and as a result its tax payments had dropped 
to practically zero, Dr. Jones said. 


The government official told the visiting journalists that 
Namibia was highly dependent on South Africa for its skilled 
Manpower and technology. 


Imports from South Africa accounted for 90 per cent of the 
goods consumed in Namibia. 


Dr. Jones shrugged off the idea that South Africa was exploit- 


ing Namibia economically. What it could gain by exploiting Namibia 
would be so small as to» be not worth the effort, he said. (A.F.P.)

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PUBLIC URGED TO HELP ERADICATE SALVINIA MOLESTA

WITH OUR water 
resources seriously depleted 
as a result of drought, it 
would seem that there could 
be another threat to our 
dams too — a water plant 
named Salvinia Molesta — 


-which carries with it all the 


dangers of the water 
Hyacinth that posed such a 
great threat to the 


Hartebeespoortdam. 

The Department of Water 
Affairs has discovered that at 
least two nurseries in 
Windhoek have provided the 
public with the damaging 
water weed Salvinia Molesta 
for the decoration of fish- 
ponds. 

In the Republic of South 
Africa this plant has been 
declared a prohibited or for- 
bidden weed. It was first noted 
in SWA in 1958 in the Eastern 
Caprivi and originates from 
Zambia. 

Large sums of money have 
been applied by the Depart- 
ment of Water Affairs to pre- 
vent the spread of this plant 
and a research station was es- 
tablished at Katima Mulilo to 
develop biological control 
measures. 

The plant propagates rapid- 
ly and given favourable condi- 
tions can double it’s size 
within four days. 

On water it forms a thick 
floating carpet which weakens 
the quality of the water and

destroys all water life. 

Salvinia Molesta is also 
known as “Kariba weed” 
because of the vast problems it 
caused after the completion of 
the Kariba Dam. By transpir- 
ing the plant also causes 
greater evaporation from the 
surface than if the surface had 
been open and free of the 
weed. 


In an announcement from 
the Department of Water Af- 
fairs, it was stated that 
everything possible had to be 
done to prevent the establish- 
ment of this weed in dams in 
SWA. 

Once established, it is vir- 
tually impossible to eradicate. 
All the nurseries have been in- 
formed about this weed and 
have been ordered to destroy 
all such plants. If anyone 
suspects that this weed is 


flourishing in a fishpond or 
dam, they can contact Mr 
HWR Koch at Telephone 
62141, ext 14 so that the 
necessary steps can be taken 
to eradicate it. 

The Department has ap- 
pealed for the co-operation of 
the public in eradicating 
Salvinia Molesta as soon as 
possible. The continued ex- 
istence of this weed holds a 
serious threat to our water 
resources. Under no circum- 
stances must the weeds be 
flushed away via the sewage 
system or down stormwater 
drains.

GOVERNMENT CONDUCTING LIBERAL COMMERCIAL POLICY 
Paris LE CONTINENT in French 31 Jul 81 p 8 
[Article by N. B.: "Senegal Wants To Back Initiatives of Nationals"] 


[Text] Despite its socialist orientation, Senegal is following a liberal commer- 
cial policy. It has rejected a government monopoly over trade, as practiced in 
Guinea or Mali, as a brake on development. Some sectors of commercial activity have 
been reserved for Senegalese, without thereby discouraging foreign private ventures. 
According to Senegalese Minister of Commerce Falilou Kane, the expulsions of for- 
eigners from Zaire or Uganda have had only disappointing results. 


Measures have been taken so that Senegalese businessmen will no longer be excluded 
from the more profitable sectors of the economy. The government has transferred 
part of its shares in several companies in the industrial or tourist sector to 
Senegalese private entrepreneurs. However, the cost of these operations has often 
been underestimated. The small shareholder has also been encouraged. 


At the present time, Lebanese and Syrians hold 28 percent of the local textile 
trade and 30 percent of all equipment transactions, sharing the market with French 
companies, which control 28 percent. For their part, Mauritanians dominate the 
retail trade. The government has provided young Senegalese with commercial 
facilities, "model stores," in order to help them compete with the Mauritanians. 
These enterprises will also receive the support of the European Development Fund, 
100 million CFA francs, and the government, 118 million. 


Certain commercial sectors are exclusively reserved for the Senegalese, such as the 
sale of rice, sugar or cooking oil. 


The Senegalese market has encountered various supply problems concerning these pro- 
ducts. In fact, the peanut harvest was very poor in 1980-1981: 200,000 tons 
instead of 800,000, and rice imports went from 250,000 tons in 1978 to 400,000 

tons in 1980 due to the increase in domestic consumption and in neighboring coun- 
tries for which Dakar serves as a relay station. The same is true of sugar, which 
Senegal supplied to Gambia, Mali and Mauritania at competitive prices. 


However, under the current circumstances, Falilou Kane believes that Senegal no 
longer has the means to supply its neighbors and must limit its imports strictly 
to what is consumed nationally.

ORIENTATION OF NEW POLITICAL PARTIES NOTED

[Article by Justin Mendy: "The New Senegalese Political Scene"] 


[Text] Since the adoption, in April, of an unrestricted multiparty 
system, the Senegalese political scene has substantially changed. 
Six political groupings of diverse allegiances are officially recog- 
nized, which brings the number of parties now involved in Senegalese 
political life to ten. Nor is that all. Others continue to pound 
on the door of the Ministry of Interior in order to obtain legal 

status. This is the case of the Rally for National Salvation, which 
filed its by-laws in Dakar on 23 July. Although the political 
orientation of this new group is not precisely known, reliable 
sources say that its action is based on the principles of Islam. 
Authorized circles in Dakar believe that this reference to the reli- 
gion of Islam is not in keeping with the constitution, which forbids 
any political party to "identify itself" with a race, religion, sect, 
ethnic group, sex, language or region. The multiparty experience in 
Senegal may well constitute an interesting test for democracy in 
Africa. 


The 1983 presidential and legislative elections will measure this 
experience, which is arousing definite interest inside and outside 
of Africa. 


Dakar--Senegal has distinguished itself recently, on the political level, by the 
impressive number of officially recognized groups. From four in the month of April, 
it has now gone to ten. This modification in the Senegalese political scene has 
been made possible to the April constitutional reform, which instituted a total — 
multiparty system. 


This is a return to the unrestricted pluralism that reigned in Senegal since inde- 
pendence, in 1960. The de facto single-party system, symbolized for nearly 10 

years by the Senegalese Progressive Union, which then became the Socialist Party, 
was set up in 1966. The monopoly of the Socialist Party of former President Leo- 
pold Sedar Senghor came to an end in July 1974 with the creation, by a Wade, 
of the Senegalese Democratic Party (PDS). 
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But the liberalization instituted in recent years by the regime of President 
Senghor did have its limits. Initially, the constitution admitted the existence 
of three parties and, beginning in December 1978, of four. 


The change came about since Abdou Diouf's coming to power. The only restriction 
still in effect concerns the ban on parties "identifying themselves with a race, 
religion, sect, ethnic group, sex, language or region." 


Amoug the figures of the officially recognized opposition, two stand out. Profes- 
sor Cheikh Anta Diop, who is a politician, Egyptologist and scholar, leads the 
Democratic National Rally (RND). His party was formed in February 1976, but did 
not obtain recognition unt!l this year. A fervent nationalist, Cheikh Anta Diop 
has always refused to identify with traditional ideologies. 


For his part, Mamadou Dia, former president of the Senegalese Council, heads the 
People's Democratic Movement (MDP), which claims to follow self-management socialism. 


The socialist option defended by Mamadou Dia is not at all surprising. It was 
under his authority in 1960 that the Senegalese Government adopted the country's 
first development plan. That plan introduced socialization, rural development 
and agricultural cooperatives and already pointed toward the first elements of 
a takeover of the economy by nationals. But he had to spend 12 years in prison, 
from 1962 to 1974, for an attempted coup d'etat. 


Pro-Soviet PIT 


The constitutional reform enabled four Marxist grovns to come out into the open. 
Formerly, they had conducted semi-clandestine activities. 


These four groups emerged from successive splits of the African Independence Party 
(PAL), the only Marxist group recognized before the April liberalization. The 
main rival of the PAI is the PIT-Senegal (Independence and Labor Party), headed by 
teachers such as Amath Dansoko, a teacher, Magatte Thiam and Samba Dioulde Thiam, 
mathematics professors. Although it is not very different ideologically from the 
PAL, the PIT appears to be more orthodox. 


While the PIT-Senegal is considered to be pro-Soviet, the Democratic League-Movement 
for the Labor Party seems to espouse Chinese positions. Its main leaders are also 
teachers, including Babacar Sane and Mamadou Ndoye, secretary general of the Sole 
Democratic Trade Union of Senegalese Teachers (SUDES). In the past 2 years, SUDES 
has launched several strikes. 


The Revolutionary Movement for the New Democracy of Landing Savane follows a 
pro-Chinese line as well (NB: In the interview below [not reproduced], Savane 
refutes this pro-Chinese orientation), but is closer to the positions of Lin Biao. 


The newest member of the Marxist family is the Union for the People's Democracy 
of Hamedine Racine Guisse. It claims to be "an organization of workers, peasants 
and revolutionary intellectuals." The tenth party on the political scene is the 
Senegalese Republican Movement (MRS) of Boubacar Gueye. This group represents 
the conservative trend and it was already present under Senghor. 
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The first election test for all these groups will not come until February 1983, 
the date of the presidential and legislative elections. 


But the parties are already aware that a certain unity of action will be necessary 
if they want to try to break the long monopoly of the Socialist Party. 


Contacts are now taking place between the different groups in order to set up a 
front whose shape is far from definite. The liberalization has generally been 
considered by the opposition as a "positive act" on the part of the government. 


For Mamadou Dia, it is a "spectacular victory of the democratic forces," but 
"there are still more battles to be won." In the current National Assembly, 86 
seats are occupied by the Socialist Party, 14 by the PDS of Abdoulaye Wade. No 
other party is represented. (REUTER)

[Text] The statistic of overwhelming significance in the budget is the amount 

set aside for defence spending which appears to reflect an increase of 40 percent. 
Whatever discussion there may be about the merits of Mr Horwood's medicine for 

the country's economic health, it is the massive increase in defence spending 

which says the most about the present-day South African reality. This, in ef- 
fect, is a "siege" budget, indicating the government's priorities and its estimate 
of the dangers to this country's security. The drop in the gold price, in its own 
way, constitutes another kind of siege on the economic frent. In ail, this rather 
colourless budget with its British-style reliance on taxing liquor and tobacco, is 
preparing South Africa to go on a semi-war footing. Hard times are ahead. It is 
turning out as the Opposition warned during the election campaign when largesse was 
scattered around pretty liberally. It was pointed out that the largesse would 

dry up once the votes had been counted and so it has turned out. But it is the 
defence spending which is the striking feature. Does the government foresee no 
let-up in the Namibian-Angolan conflict? Has all hope been abandoned of a suc- 
cessful negotiation to end the war? Are the current negotiations just going 
through the motions with no real hope of a settlement? Likewise, are new threats 
expected to materialize on the Zimbabwean and Mozambican borders? Clearly, the 
government is preparing for massive military expenditures. It is difficult to see 
the light at the end of the tunnel. Anyone who suggests that much cf this expendi- 
ture could be avoided by a return to rational domestic policies and proper negotia- 
tion between groups will be denounced, no doubt. Soviet expansionism certainly 
represents a genuine threat to South African security. But like it or not, this 
increase in defence expenditure, in part at least, is the price that is paid for 
apartheid. There is no use pretending otherwise.

THE Prime Minister, Mr Botha, is going to fulfil 
his promise that if any contentious recommen- 
dations are made by the President’s Council that 
require national consensus, he will hold a refer-

That is why legislation to allow for the holding of 
referendums will be introduced. 

At present, there is no law providing for this type 

Since Uniorin 1910, only one referendum has been 

_ held among Whites, who voted in 1960 for a 
Republic. 

That law has been repealed, hence the need for 

- new legislation. 

It appears that under the proposals, which are still 
being worked out, only the Government will be 
able to call a referendum — and it will only do so, 
in terms of another pledge by the Prime Minis- 
ter, after National Party congresses have been 
consulted on any controversial constitutional or 
other changes. _ 


Would split 


One can assume that if the congresses reject the 
proposals, that would be the end of the matter. 
We don’t think that the Prime Minister would say 
to his own party: “If you don’t go along with 
what is suggested, I'll go to the country in a ref- 
erendum.” 
That would be a sure way to split the party, some- 
thing the Prime Minister will do everything 
possible to avoid. 
The value of the referendum, however, is that it is 
not just the National Party and Government 
that will finally determine policy, like they do 
now, without consulting anyone, and with the 
National Party’s programme being pushed 
through Parliament because of the party’s huge 
majority. 
Now everyone will have a chance to express his 
viewpoint and it will not be just the Whites, but 
the Indians and Coloureds as well, for all three 
groups will take part. 
The three will not record their votes in one, but in 
three separate referendums on the same issue. 
For example, they could vote on the proposal for 
an executive State President. 

Each group could also have a referendum of its 
own in which it would be able to express its 
views on an issue exclusively concerning it.

Again, the Blacks will be excluded. 

This will create as much controversy as the 
exclusion of the Blacks from the President’s 
Council. 

But this in itself will not invalidate the scheme, 
since it is a very vital starting point in obtaining 
Coloureds and Indian$.

We hope, we may add, that referendums will be 
held only sparingly, because it is a procedure 
that should not replace the normal working of 
our electoral process, whereby the ruling party 
goes to the country with its platform covering 
all aspects of policy, and the Opposition parties 
have an opportunity to put forward their own 
programmes as alternatives. 

Nevertheless, judiciously used, the referendum, 
will be a very important way of cutting across 
party lines and colours,and to that extent,a most 
welcome democratic innovation.

OIL PROSPECTING CONTINUES IN EQUATEUR, BANDUNDU 
Kinshasa ELIMA in French 17 Jun 81 p 7 


[Text] First State Commissioner Udjuu Singa met with the general director of Esso- 
Zaire, Mr Michel Bertrand, at the council headquarters on Tuesday morning. Mr 
Bertrand reported to him on the oil prospecting his company is doing in the 
Equateur and Bandundu regions. 


"We have not yet found oil," Mr Bertrand stated after the interview. He said that 
the geological prospecting drilling in Mbandaka, which has just been completed, 
yielded no indication of the existence of hydrocarbons in that region. However, 
he said, this negative result does not negate the potential of the central basin 
area. 


Last Saturday, Esso-Zaire began drilling at a second site at Gilson (located 15 km 
from Lokolama, in the Bandundu region). 


The drilling will be pursued to a depth of 5,000 meters. The general director of 
Esso-Zaire added that if the results are encouraging, his company will undertake 
a surface prospecting campaign, which will make it fossible to detect the 
existence of hydrocarbons in the subsoil. 


This second operation in Bandundu will allow the company to decide whether it should 
continue prospecting in the central basin. 


The mining prospecting agreement signed between the executive council and Shell in 
1973 was taken over by the Esso-Texaco partnership, which signed an endorsement 

in December of 1979 with the executive council calling for a first segment of 
financing totaling 40 million U.S. dollars. This sum is to be spent over 3 years. 


The Esso-Texaco partnership is financing 100 percent of the prospecting campaign 
in Zaire. 


Courtesy Visit 
The first state commissioner was then paid a courtesy visit by the director general 


of the Zairian-German Industrial and Forestry Company (SIFORZAL), Mr Maurice Ongaro, 
who took the opportunity to report on the activities of his company.

The SIFORZAL, established in Zaire since 1973, has three work sites in Bandundu, 
Equateur and Haut-Zaire, and a plant in Maluku. The latter has two units: the 
veneer unit, which produces a million cubic meters per month, and the sawmill, which 
has a capacity of 4,000 cubic meters per month. The worksite in Equateur, recently 
established, required an investment of about 8.5 million deutschmarks. This company 
exports products worth 28 million zaires, while the estimates for 1981 come to 40 
million. 


Apart from its own resources, the company receives financing in the form of loans 


from the mother company, the German DANZER group and the DEG, a German cooperation 
bank.

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SERIOUS DROP SEEN IN PRODUCTION OF FISH 
Lubumbashi MJUMBE: LE QUOTIDIEN DU SHABA in French 22 Apr 81 pp 1, 6

[Text] Citizen Bakenga Mbaya, secretary of the Bukama fish sales outlet commission, 
has just released the sales report for the first months since fishing began. The 
first figures for the month of March show a sharp decline in relation to the 
statistics for the last quarter of last year. In fact, production of more than 
220,000 tons per month was achieved last year. The production for the whole of the 
month of March was in fact equal in practice to the daily production recorded for 
last year. 


It should also be mentioned that there were only 16 market days during the month of 
March. During these days, 163,584 kg of salted fish and 26,775 kg of smoked fish 
were marketed, yielding a total of 190,359 kg sold. 


As was the case during the last quarter of 1980, the lion's share went to Kasai 
Occidental. The Kananga merchants in fact purchased 82,530 kg, followed by the 
merchants in Mbuji-Mayi, with purchases of 65,425 kg. Merchants in the Shaba 
purchased only 17,792 kg. The total for the other regions was 2,856 kg. Agents 
and officials of the state, army, etc, for their part, purchased 10,726 kg. The 
inhabitants of Bukama themselves consumed 11,030 kg. 


In short, sales averaged 11,897.4 kg, costing 83,287 zaires, per day. The drop in 
production, the fishermen explained, is due to the heavy rain{f*.1 in the months of 
February and March. Instead of remaining in the lake or the riverbed, the fish 
dispersed, even into the marshes. 


It was also reported that the fish being sold at the Bukama outlet currently come 
from Malemba Nkulu. 


With this shortage of fish in Bukama, speculation is beginning to gain ground. This 
is why the commissioner for the Bukama zone, citizen Mpundu and Liobo Bomolongekopo, 
has just instructed the commission in charge of the sales outlet to allow only 

sale operations between fishermen and tradesmen, thus avoiding all middlemen.

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DEVELOPMENT OF FORESTRY INDUSTRY DISCUSSED 
Kinshasa ELIMA in French 5 May 81 p 3 


[Text] The national production of rough timber came to about 370,000 cubic meters 
in 1980, approximately the same figure as in 1979. 


Exports, for their part, saw a substantial increase of 37 percent for undressed 
timber and 17.2 percent for veneer. Sawn timber, on the other hand, showed a drop 
of 23.7 percent. 


The Finance Company for Development (SOFIDE), which provided these figures in its 
annual report, said that the situation was not favorable for timber during last 
year. 


Both the domestic and international markets showed signs of a weakening demand. 


On the national level, this phenomenon can be laid to the proliferation of inter- 
mediaries, causing an increase in the price for final use, to the slowdown in con- 
struction activity, and to the limited purchasing power of private individuals. 


The SOFIDE attributes the weakening of foreign demand to the reduction in the need 
(particularly for sawn timber) resulting from the slowdown in the activity of the 
building sector. 


The estimates for 1981 drafted by the wood committee of the UN economic committee 
for Europe are pessimistic. They indicate a decline in consumption in Europe, the 
main market for wood from Zaire. 


European demand for rough timber of tropical origin is in fact estimated at 5.7 
million cubic meters for 1981 as compared to 6.08 million cubic meters in 1980. 

For sawn timber, the estimated need is 3.22 million cubic meters in 1981 as compared 
to 3.64 million cubic meters in 1980.

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SCHOOL OF ADMINISTRATION--A school of administration will be established in Zaire 
shortly to train high cadres in this important sector, State Commissioner for 
Civil Service Samba Kaputo announced last Friday during a working meeting of the 
members of the regional payment commission. Samba indicated that this short-term 
project will be supplemented by a longer term plan which calls for the creation of 
institutes of administration and execution in the region. The implementation of 
these projects, the state commissioner for civil service said, will allow the 
state to upgrade the public administration. As of the present, he went on to say, 
a group of Zairians has already been sent abroad by the civil service department 
for studies in higher schools of administration. Once these individuals have 
returned to Zaire, they will constitute a civil service training body. [Excerpt]

TEA PRODUCTION DROPS--In 1980, Zaire exported 1,461 tons of tea as compared to 
2,710 tons in 1979, representing a decline of 46 percent. Although there is no 
other information at the moment for assessing the level of Zaire's production of 
tea, it can be assumed, in the light of the data on exports, that the supply has 
further declined in 1980, as was already the case in 1979. A study made by the 
Department of Agricultural and Rural development shows that this situation is due 
to the growing lack of interest in tea on the part of the peasants. The Finance 
Company for Development (SOFIDE) says for its part that several million hectares of 
tea plantations have been converted to pasturage in Kivu, the main tea-producing 
region. The SOFIDE also reports that tea prices are continuing the decline which 
began three years ago.

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JAPANESE FINANCED PLANT--On 22 July, laying the cornerstone for a sulfuric acid 
plant in Kafue, 50 kilometers south of Lusaka, President Kenneth Kaunda asked the 
nonmining sectors of Zambia to participate more in the country's exports during 

the period of recession now being experienced by the country. The Kafue sulfuric 
acid plant will be built with the financial and technical cooperation of the Japan- 
ese firm Kobel Steel. It will meet Zambia's need for fertilizer with an annual 
capacity of 65,000 tons. It joins a government-owned chemical industry with 40 
production units, whose exports to countries in the region brought in some $7 mil- 
lion out of a total of $575 million. Some 95 percent of Zambia's export earnings 
are from mining production, particularly copper and cobalt. Sixty percent of all 
production is held by the government. On 22 July, officials of the two state 
mining companies: Nchanga Consolidated Copper Mines (NCCM) and Roan Consolidated 
Mines (RCM), showed a timid trend toward the resumption of work. However, an NCCM 
spokesman told the Reuter press agency that the current personnel was inadequate 
for resumption of copper treatment operations at the central foundry and refining 
unit in Rokana. On the same day, officials sent warning letters to strikers.
